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‘The Anatomy Of Canada 


| Despite radical shifts in Cana- 
dian social patterns, there. has 
been little fundamental change 
in the class structure of our so- 
ciety or’in the dominance of an 
entrenched Establishment which 
runs the country through ec§- 
nomic and | political influence. 


The North American demo- 
cratic ideal of a classless society 
has always been liffle more than 
an illusion. The significant fact 
of present«lay Canadian society 
is that all classes have been re- 
cently upgraded. This has come 
through a combination of great- 
er material prosperity and new 
welfare measures which have 
made life more comfortable for 
lower income groups. 


The preservation of this basic 
anatomy of Canadian society has 
not, however, prevented radical 
changes in’ attitudes toward 
moral, religious, legal and edu- 
tational: standards. As a result, 
the chief social goals at which 
Canada should be aiming can be 
row clearly defined. 


The root of social change oc- 
curring today in Canada can be 
found in scientific and technical 
breakthroughs which have hed 
tremendous impact on all levels 
of life. 

Medical advances, which have 
improved health norms and in- 
creased life expectancy, have 
crystallized the need for effec- 
tive medical and pension pro- 
grams. They have forced society 
to move ahead because they 
have increased both the magni- 
tude and the ease of solution of 
such problems. 

Technological developments 
affecting every. activity from 
farming to manufacturing have 
accelerated other changes. Auto- 
mation. has shaken the trade un- 
ion movement like nothing since 
industrial unionism first chal- 
lenged the ¢raft unions. With 
the strike losing its potency, un- 
ions and management find 
themselves groping for new 
methods in labor negotiations, 

The birth control pill has 
completed the revolution in. sex- 
ual morality, brought a historic 
shift in religious attitudes 
toward procreation and blunted 
the threat of the population Cx- 
plosion,

force to man the industrial ap. 
paratus of a ‘scientific society 
has not only forced our schools 
to transfer their focus from li- 
heral education to exacting 
technical instruction, but has 
ensured that education budgets 
will continue to rise. 


It must be recognized, there 
fore, that fundamental shifts in 
society are the result not sc 
much of spontaneous changes in 
public thinking, but of re 
sponses to technical innovations 


The cultural affects are no 
less dramatic. Man's religion has 


~been historically related te 


those forces he could not under. 
stand. As his knowledge of na- 
ture has increased. his affinits 
to religion has declined. 

The tensions and frustrations 
of an age of such radical change 
have led many to seek refuge ir 
escapism ranging from righ! 
wing political extremism tc 
weird “pop” cultures which rep 
resent nothing less than a de 
basement of al! cultural anc 
creative standards. 

The presence of scientific 
progress thus does not guaran 
tee that society will always de 
velop in.'the most favorable 
manner. 

This is especially true in Can- 
ada, where little original scien- 
tific research is done and where 
the effects take longer to be 
felt. 

The very top of the Canadian 
power structure — the Estab- 
lishment of top industrialists, 
government and civil service 
figures and select social leaders 
— will always be largely self- 
perpetuating. 

Canadians have a responsibili- 
ty, however, to ensure that the 
class structure is based on merit 
and not on accidental circum- 
stance of birth. The chief social 
goal of the country should be to 
guarantee upward mobility 
within our economic classes by 
helping the competent child rise 
from the most iowly of back- 
grounds. 

This means more social work- 
ers, more child guidance, and 


‘elimination of ail financial bar- 


riers to higher education. for 
those of talent. When this has 


been accomplished; the anatomy 


of Canada will match the human 
resources available to this coun- 
try.

‘and, as the fiasco of Rhodesia 
thas proven, rendered it inopera- 

‘ple as a cohesive body of like- 
thinking nations. 

The demise of the Common. 
wealth, now rapidly approaching 
its crucial days, has not been 
tost on London. The British gov- 
ernment can no longer afford 
the billion dollar-plus annual 
bill of Commonwealth economi¢ 
and military aid, particularly as 
these “countries are switching 
their trade away from Britain to 
the US. 

The lynch-pin will be findlls 
removed when Britain makes its 
wext — and probably successful 
— bid to enter the European 
Common Market. The question 
«of protecting the Common- 


precise es remem 
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wealth’s trade rights with the 
United Kingdom will no longer 
be a vital factor in negotiations 
with the Common Market. 


All these events have had a 
devastating affect on Canada's 
foreign policy. Despite a respec- 
table record in U-N peace-keep- 
ing efforts, Canadian white 
troops were not allowed in the 


@ongo (only technical advisors ) 


were acceptable) and even dur. 
ing Suez, the Queen’s Own Ri- 
fles were rejected by Egypt be- 
cause of the Imperial designa- 
tion of this Canadian regiment. 
Cyprus was different because all 
countries involved were mem- 
bers of NATO. Canada’s mem. 
bership on the International 
Control Commission in Vietnam 
has done nothing to achieve a 
settlement there and it is an 
open secret that Canada has not 
joined the Organization of 
American States because Ottawa 
does not wish to risk offending 
* Washington in inter-American 
disputes. 


Canada’s failure to achieve a 


cohesive foreign policy may be a 
reflection of its lack of a nation 
al policy, especially in its rela 
tions with the U.S. and our 


threatened immersion in conti _ 


nentalism. ~~ 


The paradox facing Canada is 
how to enjoy the economic ben- 
efits cf cortinentalism without 

. sacrificing the last vestiges of 
independeace, the chief of 
which must be the right to ar 
independent foreign policy. 


The answer could be an oper 
form of internationalism based 
on the one aspect of foreign re 
iations in which Canada has 
been decisive — a willingness tc 
trade with all comers. From out 
of trade and cultural relations 
with all countries can flow po 
litical decisions based in logic 
rather than prejudice. None of 
these can be more important 
than ciplomatic recognition of 
Communist China and that 
country’s seating at the United 
Nations. 


These moves will not cf them 
selves curb aggression or as 
gure global tranquility but they 
are essential steps on the long 
journey to that goal. Canada’s 
position in the world will be en- 
hanced if it is able to devise a 
foreign policy that is not just an 
echo of other views

Robert Pounder, presiding minister 
of the Madoc Congregation . of

In an article published a few years 
ago, called “Canoe Routes of the 
Voyageurs”, Eric Morse suggested 
that, sometimes, as much history can 
be learned from a canoe as from a 
history book. If that is the case — 
and I believe he is right —- many of 


,us are going to learn more. about 


‘Canada's history when our attention 


‘is attracted to the 100-day Centen- 


nial Voyageur Canoe Pageant next 
year. From Rocky Mountain House, 
near the Alberta-British Columbia 
border, canoers will dip their paddles 
and follow in the wake of voyageurs 
iand fur traders along the early in- 
land waterways. Their destination — 
Expo 67 at Montreal, a distance of 
some 4000 miles! 

The Centennial Canoe Pageant will 
create considerable excitement  be- 
cause it is to be a “race” between 
teams chosen by the various provinces 
of Canada and the territories. The 
race will be conducted according to 
rules similar to those of a car rally 
so that competitive spurts and stops 
can bé made at communities for the 
teams’ participation in local Centen- 
nial Celebrations. Like the old fur 
brigades, they will travel- in flotillas 
and judging will be done on a points 
system. 

While the ‘race will create excite- 
ment it also will stir our imagina- 
tions. It will remind us how some of 
our colorful pioneers travelled and 
developed the early economy of Can- 
ada. It-ls incredible, as Eric Morse 
describes it, that in an age before air 
travel, in a land devoid. of road or 
rail, on a-route beset with obstruct- 
ions, dangers and difficulties, men 
burdened with hundreds of tons of 
fur and trade goods succeeded each 
year in crossing over half a continent

Ontario schools will have a fixed 
Easter vacation period at.the end of 
March. 

The change one of several 
amendments to the Schools’ Admini- 
stration Act introduced into the Leg- 
‘slature this week by Education 
Minister William Davis. 

Mr. Davis’ announcement came less | 
than five hours after 350 urban and | 
rural schoo) trustees, at their annual 
convention at the Inn on the Park, 
overwhelmingly voted against a fixed 
Easter recess. 

Arguments raised by trustees 
against a fixed’ holiday inciuded 
& statements that it would not be’ fair 
to parents to inflict their own 
children on them for a week, that 
the weather in March is bad and that 
= Government should not play tic tac 
& toe with a réligious holiday. 

: At present the Easter vacation is 
i geared to Easter Sunday, which can 
fall between March 22 and late April. 

The amendment would divide the 
2 school year into three terms. At the 
Easter season schools would be closed 
on Good Friday and Easter Monday.

AERIAL FOR MADOC 


Approval for a license to establish 
a community Television Antennae 
system for Madoc, has recently been 
granted by the Board of Broadcast 
Goverhors and The Department of 
Transport to Hastings Cable Vision 
Lad. of this Village. 

The Village of Madoc is sNestled” 
in the Moira Valley. In fact it is so 
“Nestled” that it is surrounded by 
hills that are one hundred feet or 
more higher than the Village. While 
this location provides protection and 
ecenery that is’ almost equalled, 
this same Topography fo a 
barrier to good television reception. 
Proof of this can be seen by compar- 
ing reception with one, of your friends 
that live ‘upon the Rim’, 

However, the shee will soon be 
back on the other foot, for ‘Cable’ 
Television will be a reality in Madoc. 

Present plans call for antennaes 
on a 170. foot tower to be located at 
Ed Sexsmith's, the highest part of 
town. The signals from these aerials 
will be amplified thousands of times 
and then mixed and fed to a special 
Bell Telephone Co-axial Cable to be 
strung through the Village. Other 
amplifiers will boost the, signals 
again before it is distributed to cus- 
tomers homes. 

A smaller pencil size cable will 
follow the telephone wire into the 
house and will be coupled to the T.V.

transformer. There will be no Rotor

Eventually there will be- eight 
channels covering all networks, as 
well as some F.M. radio and a music 
channel, which the: busy housewife 
may tune in 4s she goes about her 
chores.

Corporate management, faced 
with the challenge of keeping 
profits at recent record levels 
while also keeping up reserve 
funds for expansion, will have 
great difficulty resisting price 
increases.

Mr. Haskett said the leading causes | 
of accidents are on the record‘and in- 
clude: drivers who are not paying 
close enough attention to what they | 
are doing; drivers who do not yield |

“It will be noted that these causes 
all involve the driver,” Mr. Haskett 
said.
